Larry Koran took the tine to writ* and distribute a wall-written note 
on the situation of J972-GQ* He requested that v« print It in PEK * SWORD 
but we have chooaen not to do so for two mions i 1 }Larry mailed copies to 
all those directly involved, and 2)tfe did not want to fraks the space needed 
to print both his letter and the letters of support we received. However, 
if anyone is interested, I will send them a copy of Larry's letter at no 
charge. Okay,,, onward, 

1972-GG has had numerous ml o takes (like all postal Diplomacy games) 
and u pon £olng back over the game , it Beams that only three alternatives 
exist: t)Contirtue the game as Is, though this Isn't the best choice, 2) 
move the game back to the publication of the Fall 1908 Turn upon whioh 
France made his second consecutive WMH and was removed 1 then find a replace 
inent for that position and continue from this point - this being the best 
alternative In cur viewpoint, or 3) The players in 1972-GG can take their 
same out of Seven Hills publications Jurisdiction and give it to another 
willing publisher - this is possibly the worst alternative as there is no 
money available for this transfer*
